Editorial 


WHAT’S WRONG WITH ECONOMIZING 
THESE DAYS? 

It seems to be out of fashion to talk about 
‘economizing’ these days and yet how else can a govern 
ment at any level make ends meet unless it does. 

Lindsay, confronted with a possible seven-mill in- 
crease in taxation, is currently waiting on the pro- 
yincial government to come up with a larger hand- 
out to help reduce education ‘costs. It may wait in 
vain and it might be a gcod thing if it did. Such a de- 
velopment might do more than anything else to put 
a damper on the eagerness of public officials to spend 
public money. 

The larger governments have vaster and more 
varied sources of tax revenue but this doesn’t alter 
the fact that the money eventually comes out of Mr. 
and Mrs. Public’s pocket. 

No government or other body using public funds 
can derive its money from any place but the public 
purse. To quote someone who referred to this a while 
pack, “Tf the public is going to demand services it must 
he prepared to pay for them,” 

There is no magic source of governmental income 
and it is only a delusion to think that the Ontario or any 
other government can make additionai municipal 
grants available without placing a levy on some com- 
modity or service. 

Realism in the case of Lindsay’s projected 1960 
tax rate would consist of setting the tax rate on the 
basis of real figures .. . Bstimates as they now stand. 
Any surprise adjustment could be made later and in 
the interval a breakdown of the things which bring 
about the tax rate would let the taxpayers see exactly 
what is happening to their money. It is entirely un- 
realistic to hope for a windfall if the money tree apears 
to be bare.

SPRING IS HERE AT LAST! 

Scientific interest in the outdoors — whether bird 
watching study or botany, or conservation generally— 
is mounting in Ontario with each passing month. To- 
day more and more hunters and anglers are taking a 
deeper interest in Ontario woods, waters and wildlife 
because of the efforts of such outstanding educational 
associations as the Federation of Ontario Naturalists 
now in its thirtieth year. The achievements of the 
F.O.N. during the past five years for example, are little 
short of remarkable for a non-profit organization. 
chronically short of funds for the gigantie task they've 
set themselves. 

The Federation is formed by some 45 natural 
history clubs and an individual membership of appro- 
ximately 3,500 scattered in most important areas of 
Ontario. Each one of these clubs has voluntarily affili- 
ated with the F.O.N. to participate in its educational 
work, receive its literature and to take part in many 
year ‘round social and scientific outings. 

Just last year, the F.0.N. undertook another 
challenge by launching the Young Naturalists Club 
for boys and girls from rearing age up. The Young 
Naturalists now number almost 3,000 children, a num- 
ber from outside the Province. A monthly tabloid and 
literature is bringing factual nature information to 
youngsters, and an opportunityy to learn more about 
Ontario's flora and fauna. 

The F.O.N. has been continually in the news dur- 
ing the past five years over radio, TV and in news- 
papers on public service announcements, on news of 
outdoor interest. For instance the current news story 
is the return of the Bluebirds to Ontario. Last year 
the F.0.N. reported that the Bluebird was in danger of 
extinction. This year they issued a report that signs 
are that the public has responded and the extra mea~ 
sure taken to feed and house Ontario Bluebirds is pay- 
ing off. 

Then there is the establishment in January of the 
“Award to Industry of Business in Conservation.” 
This is the awarding of a plaque to Canadian business 
firms for an outstanding programme in the field of 
conzervation. The winners of the 1959 are Cities Ser- 
vice Oil Co. Ltd., and Dryden Paper Company Ltd.,

Shaw left 
London by plane last night and would give no further 
explanation for his sudden departure. Premier Stan- 
field of Nova Scotia visited the Cheyne Hospital in 
London today, while Premier Joseph Smallwood of 
Newfoundland held businéss talks in connection with 
new power and iron developments in Labrador. 
THREE LIVES LOST IN TRAIN WRECK 

The crew of the westbound freight involved in a 
head-on train wreck which took three lives at Pom- 
quet, Nova Scotia, February 18th, has been dismissed. 
The spokesman for the Canadian National Railways 
in Moncton announced the five dismissals last night. 
The reason given was that responsibility for the acci- 
dent was involved. 
THE WEST NEAR AGREEMENT 

The West appeared near agreement today on a 
compromise plan at Geneva for six-mile territorial 
Seas. The agreement would bridge the’ gap between 
the Canadian and American plans which differ strongly 
on the right to fish in an outer six-mile zone beyond 
the proposed six mile territorial limits. 
DEGAULLE TALKS POLITICS WITH MACMILLAN 

French President Charles DeGaulle talked politics 
for an hour with Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
today before setting out on a triumphal tour of Lon- 
don’s flag-bedecked streets. DeGaulle and Macmillan 
met at Buckingham Palace, where the General and his 
wife are staying. Woreign Secretaries Selwyn Lloyd 
and Maurice Couve de Murville also were present, 
SOME NEGROES GO TO THEIR TRIBAL HOMES 

Negroes streamed out of native compounds near 
Durban and Capetown today and some headed for their 
tribal homes to avoid new beatings by South African 
police.

SOUTH AFRICANS SEEK INFORMATION 

More than 650 South Africans sought information 
in the last week on how they might emigrate to 
Canada and Australia. The figure is more than twice 
the normal rate. Officials at the office of the High 


Commsiisoners of the two countries declined to com- * 


ment on the suddenly high interest in possible emigra- 
tion. It was felt they wished to avoid embarrasing 
the South African Government. 
KENNEDY SCORED AN EASY VICTORY 

Senator John Kennedy has scored an easy victory 
in the Wisconsin Presidential Primary, With returns 
nearly complete, Democratic Kennedy is running ahead 
of Senator Hubert Humphrey by nearly 100-thou- 
sand yotes. With only 77 of the State's precints yet to 
report, the latest tally reads: Kennedy--460,328, 
Humphrey--360,460, and U-S Vice President Nixon--un- 
opposed in the Republican Primary--332,405. Much 
of the primary vote aparently followed veligious lines 
in Wisconsin’s 11 most heavily Catholic counties. Ken- 
nedy--a Catholic Democrat--swept oyer both Humphrey 
and Nixon whether the county was Republican or 
Democrat ... . urban or rural. And Kennedy’s 
victory in the state’s seventh Congressional district--

Editorial 


FIRE PROTECTION AND INSURANCE 

Fire protection and fire insurance are, it would 
appear, closely related. This belief was again brought 
out in the wake of the fire which destroyed a service 
station-garage at Coboconk last Wednesday morning. 

In conversation with the owners of the business 
as they looked over the ruins, it was learned that insur- 
ance carried was far below the value they placed on the 
once-thriving business. One partner said he would have 
asked $30,000 for the business the day before the fire 
but that it was insured for only about one-third of that 
amount. Asked why more insurance was not carried, he 
replied that it was too costly. Rates, he explained, were 
high in the area because of the lack of fire protection, 

The reason this businessman advanced for not 
carrying adequate fire insurance is one which might bear 
investigation. It would seem grossly unfair that a man 
doing business in an area lacking in fire protection 
should be forced to do without needed insurance against 
fire loss simply because of the cost factor. 

Being unfamiliar with insurance company profits, 
it would be impossible to say whether or not they might 
find it practical to extend a better rate to businessmen 
in areas without fire-fighting units. 

It might, however, be pointed out that Lindsay, 
considered to be an area with good firefighting resources, 
has had a large number of fires entailing heavy loss of 
property in recent times. This observation is made to 
show that good firefighting units do not guarantee 
there will be no serious fires. It (the observation) also 
raises some doubts as to the wisdom of basing fire 
insurance rates on the presence, or otherwise, of effi- 
cient fire brigades in a given area. 

One final thought: Perhaps a good way of getting 
lower fire insurance rates generally would be to pre- 
vent fires. An ounce of prevention sometimes goes a 
long way .... maybe it would even get as far as the 
rates department. 


THERE ARE SOME THINGS .... 

There are some things which don’t reach the 
people who are confined to some of Ontario's jails but 
the printed word isn’t one of them. 

Long heralded as the most effective message-bearer 
of all, the printed word reaches the most people most of 
the time, 

Newspapers, whose doom was once prematurely 
sealed by those who were overly-enthusiastic support- 
ers of such message-carriers as radio and later tele- 
vision, are still doing an effective job of getting the facts 
to the people, 

We do not suggest that newspapers are freely dis- 
tributed among prisoners in Ontario’s jails but it is an 
established fact that the printed word does and the 
messagse so borne are eagerly sought after by those 
of an enquiring mind. This in turn lends support to 
the firm conviction of publishers of all types of liter-, 
ature that the printed word is still the world’s most ef- 
fective method of circulating news and information. 


IT MAY HAVE BEEN APRIL FOOL’S DAY 
Friday may have been April Fool’s Day in this 
part of the world but there was no fooling about an 
announcement from the Dept. of Lands and Forests, 

Lindsay District. 

Forest Protection Supervisor W. Kitt announced 
this week that April Ist marked the official opening 
of the ‘fire season’ in this district. Writing on the 
Subject in the current departmental “Weekly Report”, 
he notes that although the heavy accumulation of 
snow we haye now would appear to belie the fact, the 
forest fire season opens officially on April Ist and will 
continue through October 31st. The Fire District in the 
Lindsay Forest District includes all of Haliburton 
County, the townships of Dalton, Carden, Longford, 
Digby, Laxton, Bexley and Somerville in Victoria 
County and the townships of Chandos, Methuen, An- 
struther, Burleigh, Cavendish, Galway and Harvey in 
Peterborough County. 

“The Forest Fires Preyention Act outlines the vari- 
ous regulations and conditions of burning in effect in 
the Fire Districts and these must be followed rigidly. 
First, a fire permit is required before any burning is 
done. The only exception here is a fire built for 
warmth or for cooking but care should be taken to 
see that your camp-fire is dead out before you leave 
the scene. A fire permit is obtainable at any Forest 
Ranger Headquarters or from authorized Township. 
Fire Wardens. 

“Tt is a good fdea, Mr. Kitt goes on to point out, 
“to discuss your proposed burning with a Forest Rang- 
er or Fire Warden because he may forsee some prob- 
lems you might have and give you proper advice. Any- 
one obtaining a fire permit should know that his 
responsibilities do not end with the issuing of the per- 
mit. In fact, he is liable for any damage caused by 
fire getting out of hand and can also be assessed the 
costs of having the fire put out. These few hints 
should assist you in your burning: 

1, Always have essential fire fighting equipment such 
as axes, pails, shovels, pack-pumps and water 
ready at the scene, 

2. Call upon your neighbours and friends for aseist- 
ance in preventing the spread of fire. 

3. Burn only in the evening hours when the wind Is 
down. 

4. Burn small piles of rubbish and debris a safe dis- 
tance from buildings and wooded areas.

LIBERAL POLICY ON VOTES FOR INDIANS 

“While wholeheartedly in favour of giving to 
the Indians of Canada the right to vote in federal 
elections, the Liberal Party believes that the Indians 
are entitled to specific assurance that their other rights 
and privileges will be/maintained and respected. 

“There has been concern among some of Canada’s 
Indians that, by being given the right to cast ballots 
for federal candidates of their choice, their other rights 
and privileges may be reduced or jeopardized. What 
the Government proposed, and what the House of Com- 
mons did on March 10, was to repeal sections of the 
Indian Act and the Canada Dlections Act which barred 
Indians living on reserves from voting. Since this was 
a negative rather than a positive action, the uneasiness 
of certain Indians is understandable. 

“The Liberals were fully in accord with the prin- 
ciple that the time had come to give the descendants 
of the original inhabitants of Canada the right to vote. 
They believe that a great deal of misunderstanding 
among other Canadians about Indians arises from the 
fact that the Indians do not have this right and appear 
to have an inferior status as citizens of Canada. 

“But the Government, instead of taking the nega- 
tive action that it did, should have just included in the 
bills revising the two acts a positive statement guaran- 
teeing all the existing rights of Indians, This would 
haye been on the records of Parliament and on the 
statute books of Canada — an unequivocal and com- 
plete assurance to all Indians, This was not done, nor 
would the Government agree to do it, despite the ef- 
forts of the Liberal Opposition on behalf of the In- 
dians, —Hon. Lester Pearson.

Southwestern Ontario 
Hothouse Cucumbers 

Commercially grown hot- 
house cucumbers from South-) 
western Ontario are coming on!

When 
shopping, look for firm, well-| 
shaped cukes with a healthy 
green color. A dull, yellow 
color and a puffy look are usu- 
ally signs of over-maturity. 
Cucumbers keep best in the re- 
frigerator. They are prized 
for the variety in texture and 
flavor they can add to meals. 

Serve cucumbers in a relish 
tray, in slices, strips, or with 
fluted edges. Add them to sal- 
ads, or slice paper thin for 
sandwiches. And, for a new 
cucumber treat try this recipe. 


Cucumbers In Sour Cream 

3 cucumbers, 144 teaspoons 
salt, 4% teaspoon pepper, 3 
tablespoons minced chives or 
onion, 1 cup commercially, 
soured cream, 2 tablespoons 
lemon juice. 

Pare and thinly slice the cu- 
cumbers. Add all the rest of the 
ingredients and chill about 
half an hour before serving.

One of the last acts per- 
formed just prior to the fin- 
al closing of the barber shop 
on William Street south was 
the dismantling of a pair of 
large mirrors. Lindsay Glass 
and Mirror was assigned the 
job and the proprietor of that 
business remarked that the 
mirrors had stood up remark- 
ably well considering they had 
never been re-silvered for ov- 
er half-a-century.

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Business wiped 


out by fire, 


Coboconk partners undecided 


of Coboconk aren’t sure yet 
whether or not they will rebuild 
their burned-out service sta- 
tion-garage. The building 
housing the business went up 
in flames around 10 a.m, Wed- 
nesday. : 


Estimated loss in the fire 
was $30,000 and the partners 
say this was only insured to 
the extent of $10,000. Jas 
Black said immediately after 
the fire the reason. more in- 
surance wasn’t carried on the 
building was due to the high 
cost. “Insurance comes very 
expensive where there is no 
fire protection,” he declared. 

The two partners, eyebrows 
and sideburns singed in their 
flight from the all-enveloping 
fire, said there was three other 
people in the building when it 
broke out, They were Mr. 
Dave Walker whose Lincoln 
car was towed to safety; Paul 
Rusell, mechanic; and Ken 
Black, brother of one of the 
partners. 

The partners said the Fene- 
lon Falls fire brigade had to 
wait three-quarters of an hour 
before it could get clearance 
to leave for the fire. The vil- 
lage also dispatched a tank of 
water they disclosed. 


At one point in the fire, an 
acetylene bottle blew up “like 
an atom bomb” mushrooming 
flame and smoke 200 feet in 
the air, Paul Rusell declared. 
‘ Neighbour Melville Jack- 
son was standing anxiously by 
the fire as it ate around a 100- 
gallon stove oil tank lying amid 
the ruins.. He said he hoped 
it wouldn’t blow up and endan- 
ger his home. The proprietors 
of the business said there was 
no danger. of this. 

Stock car racing was dealt a 
blow by the fire which took 
Randy Weaver’s chariot com- 
pletely out of action. An est- 
imated $500 worth of work had 
been put on the car when it 
was trapped in the fire along 
with another vehicle. 

The fire is reported to have 
developed suddenly in the 
southwest corner of the build- 
ing. Jas. Black said he had just 
finished jacking up a car when 
he was suddenly enveloped in 
flames. His partner and Dave 
Walker, manager of Cobe-Min- 
erals Ltd. were in the office 
of the service station-garage.

One official said the pictures) 
show cloud cover which can 
be interpreted by weather ex- 
perts to aid in long-range fore- 
casting. 


The latest U.S. satellite in 
space is whirling about the 
earth through an expected or- 
bit of about 400 miles up, the 
270-pound Tiros satellite car- 
ries two television cameras 
for weather reporting. 


The delicate T.V. cameras 
in the Tiros satellite may give 
scientists a way to predict 
well in advance the weather 
movements that trigger sur- 
face storms on earth: Scien- 
tists say the space “weather- 
eye’’ is not an operational sys- 
tem in itself . . . but its data 
will help develop a satellite 
system to give a 24-hour wea- 
ther watch.

“DON’T PUT EASTER CHICKS 
ON YOUR GIFT LIST — — —” 

“Tyon’t put Easter chicks on your gift list” warns 
the Ontario SPCA. ‘Easter chicks are soft and fluffy and 
very fragile. To buy one to give as a gift, is simply to 
sign its death warrant.” 

For some years, the Ontario SPCA has endeavored 
to discourage the frivolous and ill-advised practice of 
purchasing bahy chicks, ducklings and other fowl, or 
rabbits, whether they are colored or not for Haster gifts: 
Experience has shown repeatedly, that baby chicks sold 
in the city for playthings or for decorative purposes 
seldom survive the mishandling and unnatural conditions 
to which they are subjected. The baby chick industry is a 
big one. The majority of poultry raisers are dependent 
upon it for their source of supply. When purchased by 
legitimate dealers and placed in proper brooders, these 
chicks grow into maturity with small loss and become 
an important factor in the poultry and egg market. With- 
out proper care, food and handling, it is almost inevitable 
that they will die within a short time.

WANTS RANSOM WITHIN 48 HOURS 

French police report that kidnappers who snatched 
the young heir to an auto fortune yesterday threatened 
to kill the youngster unless they got $100,000 ransom 
within 48 hours. Four-and-one-half-year old Erid Peugot 
was kidnapped in broad daylight outside Paris .. . 
carried off before the startled eyes of his playmates. 
U.S. LAUNCHES NAVIGATIONAL SATELLITE 

The United States has successfully launched navi- 
gation satellite into orbit around the earth. Less than 
two hours after the blastoff .. . the U.S. navy announced 
that the 265-pound satellite—equipped with four radio 
transmitters—had successfully gone into orbit. The new 
moon—dubbed the “Transit One-B”—may show scien- 
tists how to get a new navigational system that would 
avoid such disasters as the Andrea Doria - Stockholm 
ship collision and the crash of two airliners over the 
Grand Canyon.

A head-on auto collision has killed six persons in- 
cluding a mother and three of her four children at Ali- 
quippa, Pennsylvania.

his car. The only surviving child is listed in critical con- 
dition.

The western allies are said to have agreed to de- 
mand at next month’s summit talks that Russia allow 
East Germans to decide their own fate. The U.S., British 
and French foreign ministers will be joined by Canada’s 
Howard Green and West Germany’s foreign minister 
today for the second day of talks aimed at working out 
a joint allied summit policy. The ministers said yester- 
day the West will not be forced out of Berlin.

More than 200 members of the International Broth- 
erhood of Teamsters are striking in Windsor, Ontario 
and tying up hundreds of tons of freight. They are 
backing up 26 employees of a transport company who 
in turn went on strike to back up one of their members 
who was fired.

Ice jams on the Assiniboine River near Manitoba 
may be dnyamited today. Army engineers are looking 
the situation over.

Editorial 


THE PASSING OF THE |.B. & 0, 

The passing of the Irondale, Bancroft and Ottawa 
railroad ends a colorful period in the railway history 
of this district. There are many people throughout the 
area who felt somewhat sad when the last train made 
its way over the winding, uphill-and-down railway line, 
It is perhaps fitting, though, that if the end had to come, 
it came almost at the same time as the steam pocento- 


time made its exit. 

The IB. & O. and steam locomotives ‘helonged’ = 
The sometimes piercing, sometimes mournful whistle 
of the I.B. & 0.’s steam locomotive, as it made its way 
through the rugged highland country from a point 
northeast of Kinmount to Bancroft, used to echo and 
re-echo through the hills. It was, however, hardly a 
whistle by which you could set your watch because 
the I.B. & O's schedule was a leisurely one and those 
who travelled the line as passengers needed to have 
‘time to spare’ if they were to enjoy the trip. 

It was not unusual for the train to stop to unload 

a carload of freight along the way and this didn’t 
necessarily always haye to be at a railway station, 
It was an obliging railroad in that it would drop a 
carload of railway ties, crushed stone, or what-have- 
you, at almost any designated spot. 
, The I.B. & O. followed one of the more scenic routes 
of any railway in this part of Ontario and, among 
other things, it boasted at least one grade which was 
steeper than anything to be found on railways cutting 
through the Canadian Rocky Mountains. And that is 
saying a lot when you consider the seemingly steep 
grades which lead from the Great Divide (highest 
travelled point in the Rockies) down to Field, British 
Columbia. 

Some may regard the fate of the rails which bore 
the I.B. & O.’s traffic as being an unfitting reward for 
such noble service. However, there is one consolation: 
If, as we are told, the rails are to be converted into 
safety razor blades, a lot of people are going to be in 
close touch with the LB. & O. for years to come. The 
company converting the rails to razor blades might 
make good capital out of having them distributed in a 
specially marked package. Many people would un- 
doubtedly buy a package just for the souvenir value 
attached to them. 


FIRECRACKER TROUBLE 

Firecrackers can be a lot of fun and they can be 
a source of trouble and danger. It all depends on how 
they are used. And, like so many other things which 
are a source of pleasure, the pleasure of many can be 
spoiled by a few—the few who abuse the source of 
pleasure. 

There have been numerous instances reported in 
the past of people being injured, even maimed for 
life, hy the mishandling of firecrackers. Some persons 
have lost their eyesight and had their hearing perm- 
anently damaged by firecrackers tossed in their direc- 
tion. It is this sort of thing which has brought the fire- 
cracker into disfayor by those who would normally 
enjoy the thrill of hearing them explode as much as 
anyone else. 


As a result of previous misuse of firecrackers, 
many municipalities, (including Lindsay) have local laws 
providing for the punishment of those who use these 
explosives in a manner dangerous to the public. 

With the approach of the ‘firecracker season’, par- 
ents might save their children (and themselves) trouble 
and embarrassment by cautioning them in advance 
against handling) firecrackers in an unsafe way. 


Any incidents which indicate improper handling of 
firecrackers could lead to such a storm of protest that 
a ban on their sale would be demanded by the public. 
This would be an undesirable development, . 


NO ONE SHOULD BE KEPT THERE FOR 
MONTHS ON END 

Attention is being focussed on the need for im- 
proved county jail accomodation at Lindsay. Un- 
fortunately, the emphasis seems to be directed at im- 
proving its exterior, Anyone who visits the jail, or 
has had occasion to prolong their stay, wouldn't need 
to be extremely observant to conclude there was great 
need for improvements within the building. 

With all due respect to those who operate the jail, 
the warden and his assistants, it is really not suitable 
for anything other than a temporary lockup. No one 
should be detained there for any length of time. 

Jails are not generally designed to make them 
attractive and invite return visits on the part of those 
unfortunate enough to find themselves confined, but 
Victoria, County jail could undergo vast improvements 
without running those’ risks. 

Mr. Don Diette, sentenced for attempted robbery 
at Lindsay and now awaiting an appeal hearing of his 
case, has been forced to spend about six months in the 
county jail, a situation which must at times become al- 
most intolerable. He doesn't complain put the auth- 
orities run a big risk of embittering those who would 
normally reform by keeping them in jails such as this 
for lengthy periods of time. 

Wooden floors in the jail are a potential fire hazard 
and the cells are’antiquated. Supplies given prisoners 
(with exception of tooth powder and breakfasts of 
unpalatable ‘mush’) are reasonable but their sur- 
roundings are extremely depressing. In the corridor 
to which Diette had been assigned, for example, prison- 
ers had three choices of seating accomodation — three 
back-less wooden benches. Surely this is perpetuating 
an outmoded system which has little corrective value. 

The idea of placing prisoners in the confines of 
Narrow cells at ‘lights out’ seems to be another pre- 
caution which, except in rare cases, is barbaric and

Throughout the civilized world mlectite Week is 
observed during the week of the birthday of the late 
Thomas A. Edison while in Canada National Wild 
Life Week is observed during the week of the birthday 
of the late Jack Miner which this year falls on the 
week of April 10-17 with Sunday, April 10, being 
observed as Nature Sunday in all churches, 

National Wild Life Week is not a week designated 
to promote the sale of merchandise, but on the con- 
trary is strictly an educational week to help awaken 
interest in the conservation of not only bird and animal 
life but all of God’s natural resources, and generations 
to come will be on the receiving end of the efforts put 
forth by men, women and children of today. 

Through the Provincial Hducational Departments 
all schools have been asked to make it strictly an edu- 
cational week stressing the need of Conservation. The

In Canada National Wild Life Week was created on 
April 18, 1947 by an Act of Parliament of the House 
of Commons, Ottawa, and by the Members of the 
Canadian Senate.

NERVOUS? DISTRAUGHT ? 
FOLLOW DOCTOR’S ADVICE 

Can you give me somé pheno 
barbital for my nerves?” This 
and similar requests are heard 
by doctors hundreds of times 
every day throughout the 
United States. 


If patients are not asking 
for barbiturates, they are 
asking for tranquilizers. Be- 
devilled by anxiety, worry, 
distress—they naturally look 
to their doctor to supply the 
crutches until they can walk 
without support. 


Readers will recall that I 
have often written that I am 
in favor of prescribing tem- 
porary help for the patient 
who is under great emotional 
stress. But I have always em- 
phasized that the patient who 
takes sedatives should realize 
that he deals with potential 
danger. Although such medi- 
cines aren’t dope in the usual 
sense of the word, they can 
bring tragedy. 


For example, here is a re-| 
port. in the Journal of the 
American Medical Association 
about a study. conducted by 
Dr. H, Kass and co-workers in} 
Norway, They reported on a 
series of 207 cases of drug 
poisoning. Of these, 81 wo- 
men and 56 men had taken 
barbiturates in toxic amounts 
and 37 were associated with 
alcohol poisoning. Seven* pa- 


The authors concluded “that 
barbiturates are the most com 
mon source of drug addiction 
in patients coming under med 
ical treatment, that other 
drugs should replace them in 
the treatment of insomnia, 
and that special care should 
be taken not to preseribe bar- 
biturates for alcoholics.” 

Play safe. Don't hesitate to 
take sedatives and sleeping 
pills as prescribed by your | 
doctor. They have their inai-| 
cations and may help you a 
lot. But as I have said before, | 
Never, Never, bootleg them. 
And Never take more at one 
time than prescribed. | 

If veryone would bear these!

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About fifty years ago in a 
farmhouse in the Lindsay dis- 
trict, an old English-born 
grandmother had a serious talk 
with her two young grand- 
daughters. It was a rare oc- 
casion as the two girls, Eva 
fourteen and Laura, twelve, 
were on a visit to their parent's 
old homes from Manitoba. 
Grandmother was making use 
of the occasion to impart some 
family history. As the girls 
listened intently, she told a 
tale of a rich strike in Austral- 
ian gold mines, a marriage and 
a happy return planned to 
Bngland. Then disaster struck; 
shipwreck, many months of 
hardship endured on a desert 
island; but with ultimate res- 
cue. 

“Now, girls, remember’, she 
adminished them, “that Was 
your father’s cousin, Joseph 
Jewell, and his wife, of Clove- 
lly, Devon and here is a photo- 
graph of the couple in the seal- 
skin clothes they made for 
themselves. Keep it always to 
remind you of this true story.” 

Grandmother added that 
they were mourned as dead, 
their funeral service was read 
and a tombstone erécted in the 
old church yard. So, great was 
the rejoicing when word was! 
received of their rescue. 

As the years passed the 
girls offen thought of the 
story. When Laura became a 
teacher, she often showed the 
photo to her pupils and related 
her true Robinson-Crusoe-like 
story. But the photo failed to 
return from one of these trips 
to the school and without this 
reminder the years almost blot- 
ed the story from her memory. 

In later years, when Laura, 
still teaching though her dark} 
hair was streaked with grey, 
joined a conducted tour for 
Britain and the continent, she 
chose one which would visit 
her grandmother’s home town, 
Clovelly. 

Full of excited anticipation, 
as the bus arrived at the top 
of the cliff, the tourists climb- 
ed down the cobblestone steps, 
where little donkeys nimbly 
gathered garbage, carried suit- 
cases and delivered milk as no 
wheels could travel on that 
street that “went up hill and 
down’’. Quaint old houses bord- 
ered the flower-decked street 
making it an artist’s delight. 
At the first souvenir shop, our 
tourist-teacher asked the young 
man in charge if there were 
any Jewells living in Clovelly. 
“Oh, yes,” he replied, “There 
are ‘several families which are 
not related.” 

When she explained she was 
seeking relatives of her grand- 
| mother who had emigrated to 
Canada about a hundred years 
ago, she said that his family 
was related to the branch that 
had followed the sea. 

“My great grandfather was 
ja fish ‘jowder’,” she said. 
Then came an inspiration. “But 
we have a ship-wreck story in 
our family.” “So have we,” he 
answered, and during a lull in 
business he slipped upstairs to 
the living quarters and came 
|down with a photo, identical 
| with the one she had received 
from her grandmother. 

The hour slipped past quick- 
ly as the young man, his sist- 
er and father talked with 
their overseas cousin and at- 
tempted to bridge a century of 
silence. They knew well the 
strange adventure of Joseph 
Jewell as they had a copy of 
the letter written by him to his 
father after his rescue, an ac- 
count of the wreck in a book of 
sea disasters and even some 
remnants of the  sealskin 
clothes. The tour was almost 
forgotten as cameras clicked 
and addresses were exchanged, 

When holidays were over, 
promises were fulfilled and

The tale ran like this — 

“Joseph Jewell had struck it 
rich in the goldfields of Aus-| 
tralia and with a new wife, his 
fortune and eighty-one other 
passengers sailed aboard an 
American ship “The General 
Grant” May 4, 1866, from Mel- 
bourne en route to London. 

On the night of May 13, the 
ship was totally wrecked on 
the Auckland Islands. The 
crash came in pitch darkness. 
As the vessel hit overhanging 
cliffs the jib boom was carried | 
away. She crashed again then| 
drifted into a cave with per-) 
pendicular sides and two hun-| 
dred and fifty yards deep. As) 
the mast encountered the roof 
of the cave it came tumbling 
down along with large stones! 
which crashed through the 
deck. 

When daylight came, after 
a night of terror, rescule opera- 
tions were soon underway. 
The first boat was lowered 
with tackle to help get off the 
other two. When the second 
boat was ready, Joseph Jewell 
tied a rope around his wife's 
waist and lowered her over the 
side. When he saw the man in 
the boat was unable to help 
her in, he jumped over and 
got her in himself. With nine 
others aboard they rowed to 
the first boat which had taken 
off only three people and put 
five more in her and then turn- 
ed to the wreck. 

Now the vessel was sinking 
fast. The deck of the “Gen- 
eral Grant’’ was a-wash so the 
long boat floated off with. a- 
bout forty persons aboard, but 
alas, the back wash caught 
them and the boat capsized. 
The vessel sank at the same 
time and only three strong 
swimmers were able to reach 
the boats whose occupants had 
to watch the tradgedy of their 
fellows drowning. The cap- 
‘tain went down with his ship. | 

When they were sure there} 
were no survivors to rescue, 
these two boats sailed, in storm 
and snow to Disappointment 
Island about ten miles dist- 
| ance, In the morning, when at- 
tempting to land there, the 
Smaller boat was swamped, 
The occupants Managed to 
Scramble on to the rocks and 
the second boat was able to 
recover the other, but all the 
provisions, about fifty tins of

The first food was a 
couple of tins of soup and two 
albatrosses, also the limpets 
and mussels which they found 
on the rocks About three miles 
away on Enderby’s Island they 
killed three seals. After this,! 
until they left the islands, this 
was their main food. In all, 
they slaughtered about 
thousand seals. Por a yegetable 
they used stinging nettles. 

As weary weeks and months 
dragged by, clothing wore out 
and efforts to replace it with| 
garments of seal skin were 
made. When dried, the skins 
were as hard as bullock’s hides! 
but they learned to split them 
with their knives and soften 
them. Tailoring with needles 
made from bones of an alba- 
tross was rought but they) 
were clothed. Fur seal skins 
sewed together made warm 
blankets, 

Necessity is said to be the 
mother of invention and so it 
proved as they made their liy- 
es easier with continued impro- 
visions. By rummaging around 
the old huts, they found a 
treasure of old files, scrap 
iron, flint for fire making, two 
Dutch ovens and two axe 
heads. Nails were made into 
fish hooks with New Zealand 
flax for lines; the Dutch oy- 
ens were used to evaporate 
Sea water so as to procure 
salt, which made their meals 
more palatable and could be 
used to cure their seal meat; 
axes were used to cut down 
trees which helped consider. 
ably in the constant effort to 
keep their signal fire alight.

A GOING CONCERN 

The Lindsay Hydro System is a going concern. 
This is apparent from the annual report presented at 
this month’s regular meeting of the commission which 
supervises its function. The report was submitted by 
Hydro Manager J. Lightbody and he was complimented 
by commissioners on its contents, 

Some of the facts brought out in the report are 
worthy of more than passing consideration, Under 
the heading “Revenue and Expenditures’, Mr. Light- 
body points out that revenue from all sources showed 
an increase of more than $28,000 in 1959 while ex- 
penditures for the same period went up by only $15,000. 
The differential indicates ample operational leeway 
to meet unexpected or projected developments within 
the system. This fact is further emphasized in the 
balance sheet summary for the past year which shows 
an operating surplus for that year of $60,802.88. 

Previously noting that almost the entire increase 
in expenditures during 1959 was due to rising power 
observations: “It would appear that the operations of 
the commission are in a sound financial condition, and 
if the present trend continues, it is unlikely that the 
commission will have to make any upward revision of 
rates in the near future in spite of the rising cost of 
power.” 

Some breakdown of the increasing revenues of 
the system might be of interest at this time. Domestic 
lighting revenue was up from $186,981.91 in 1958 to 
$190,128.21 in 1959. A new source of revenue appears 
in the 1959 revenue sheet — house heating and the 
system earned $223.95 in this field. Commercial light- 
ing declined sharply as a source of revenue, down 
from $89,069.45 to $78,854.84 in the two years under 
study, However, this was more than offset in the 
sale of power for industrial purposes which showed 
an increase from $114,761.56 in 1958 to $132,890.79 in 
1959. Total revenue of the system 
$402,228.81 and in 1959 it rose to $430,754.47. 
$480,754.47. 

It is interesting to note that the system enjoyed 
increased revenue amounting to $28,525.66 with a low- 
er expenditure on the promotion of business in 1959 
than it had in 1958. In 1958 it spent $759.26 for this 
purpose whereas in 1959 it only laid out $558.16 — This 
is the face of increased competition from other sources 
of energy. Im the light of these figures, hydro must 
still be an ‘easy sell’. 


Matters of Interest 
ALL-PURPOSE SAW 

Some months ago a British tool-making firm put 
on the market an all-purpose handsaw called the 
‘Sixty-Six’ that uses the same blade for everything, 
The steel blade is hardened’ with tungsten, a secret 
process gives it springiness, and the teeth, of the small 
hacksaw type, spread out ten instead of the usual thirty 
or 50 to the inch, Reporting on this new tool in the 
BBC General Overseas Service programme ‘New 
Ideas’, Alexander Barrie said that it ‘whisked its way 
through an amazing assortment of materials — hard 
and soft wood, copper, brass, aluminum, 
steel, through nails and bolts, pipes, posts, floor joists 
and firbreboard.” The blade is shaped to a point, 
which makes it easier to insert in awkward places; it 
can be locked to the handle in any one of uine positions, 
and can be cheaply replaced when it shows signs of 
wear, 

The makers are now supplying the saw in large 
numbers to British and overseas buyers. It is much in 
demand by householders and {tblic authorities, To 
show what they could do with-it.a fire service recently 
cut a ear in half in public.

“Byven if the treated seed is 
diluted to less than 1% of the 
feed, it’s poisonous. Mercury 
does not pass out through the 
body but is stored in the or- 
gans of the animal,” says Pro- 
fessor Kelly. : 


Asked if there was any prac- 
tical way to remove the poison- 
ous mercury seed dressing, 
the Ontario Department of 
Agriculture scientist said: “No, 


only expensive laboratory 
methods will remove the 
chemical.” 


He suggests saving leftover 
seed until next year. “Label 
the bags to show variety name 
and what chemical was used 
| for treating, then set the bags 
aside in the granary for next 
year. There might be a lower 
germination but not enough to 
jcause concern as long as the 
|seed is kept dry. Check the 
| germination next spring.” 


If you don’t plan to use the 
{seed next year because of var- 
jiety changes or for other rea- 
jsons, Kelly suggests you burn 
lor bury the leftover seed. 
“Don’t throw it on the manure 
pile or leave it where animals 
| might accidentally get at it.”

A can of 
beer a day and one package of 
cigarettes! is normal consump- 
tion for millions of Americans. 
However, with your history, I 
suggest that you stop beer en- 
tirely (it may be contributing 
to your gas formation). Also 
cut down or cut out your cig- 
arettes. In some susceptible 
people, tobacco habit causes 
left chest pain. Cigarettes may 
also contribute to your short- 
ness of breath. 

However, I believe that your 
greatest shortcomings are in 
your diet. You are drinking 
foo much coffee and tea. Not 
enough fruit juices, green veg- 
etables, milk and eggs. Your 
diet is what we sometimes des- 
ignate as being “lopsided.” 

You can’t exist on meat,! 
potatoes, coffee and tea and| 
expect to be full of vim and 
vigor. You undoubtedly have 
a vitamin deficiency. Until you 
yet your new diet underway, 
you might take vitamins your 
doctor will prescribe.

A THOUGHT PROVOKING STATEMENT 

An industry spokesman recently stood before a group 
of his colleagues and said, “If Canadian mills gave free 
fabric to their customers, these domestic manufactures 
still could not compete.” 

This thought - provoking statement, made in the 
presidential address to the Cotton Institute of Canada’s 
annual luncheon, referred to the increasing quantity of 
Japanese finished garments now being sold to Cana- 
dian consumers. It could appty, perhaps not as forcibly, 
to many other segments of Canada’s secondary indus- 

Although circumstances differ and become more 
involved, the address said “‘all centres on the fact that 
Canada has reached a stage in economic and social dey- 
elopment when decisions must be taken by all people to 
recognize, in a tangible manner, that the future of this 
country depends upon the development of a stronger, 
larger manufacturing industry.” 

The Industry in the U.S., where workers do enjoy 
high standards of living,” is carefully safeguarded by 
government protective measures that are as formidable 
as they are adaptable.” 

There are serious implications in the foregoing 
words, and the meagre tariff concessions granted in the 
federal budget of last week to the textile industry, will 
do little to improve the situation —The Financial News. 


THE METHODS VARY WIDELY

The theory 
being that once they obtain the “inner light”, drivers 
will have peace of mind and be able to discipline any 
urge to speed or take a chance. 

A drinking driver in Turkey gets a good chance to 
sober up when a traffic officer nabs him. The man is 
taken to > spot about 15 miles from his car and told 
to walk back. To make sure he follows through, the, 
the officer rides behind him all the way. 

In Milan, police carry water pistols with which they 
can spray—up to 30 yards—traffic violators who fail 
to halt on command, The pistols contain not water, but 
an evil-odored fluid. And the culprit has to go the to 
a police station to get another fluid that will remove 
the smell”. : 

To Canadians, these items may have a bizarre ring. 
But there is nothing hymorous in the condition these 
efforts seek to improve. Unnecessary tragedies on the 
road add up to a continuing disaster that afflicts, and 
impoverishes, every country in the world. There is no 
single solution to the problem, but perhaps the biggest 
hope for the future is that men everywhere’ are trying 
through Enforcement, Education and Engineering, to re- 
duce the savage toll of the highways.

“My father has emphyzema, 
jaecording to a report he\ re- 
ceived from our doctor this 
|morning,” writes Mrs. D., Los 
Angeles, Calif, “As I am con- 
cerned about this, I'll apprec- 
jate any information you van 
five me on the subject.” 


ANSWER: To understand 
the condition you need to 
know a little about how the 
lungs function, When you take 
a deep breath, the many alv 
eoli (air sacs) in the lungs ex- 
pand to accommodate the in- 
crease in air. When you exhale, 
these air sacs contract and 
squeeze out most of the air. 


Normally, especially when 
we are young and the walls of 
the air spaces are elastic, the 
job of breathing is done with- 
out difficulty. 


As we grow older, most of 
us get at least some degree of 
emphysema. Even though we 
have no great difficulty in 
breathing, it is true that the 
alveoli have lost their easy 
ability fo contract and expand. 
They don’t push out the air 
satisfactorily. That may be 
one reason why breathing is no 
longer easy. Why an ordinary 
incline seems’ so steep; why a 
few stairs seem endless. 
However, the real trouble 
comes when emphysema is 
associated with disease of the 
lungs. Chronic bronchitis’ is a 
common factor. Asthema is of- 
ten associated. What aggra- 
yates the condition is a chron- 
ic cough which causes many 
alveoli to break down. 

Where were a half-dozen tiny 
air spaces may now be broken 
down into one. Multiply that 
thousands of times. As a result 
there is an incomplete and un- 
satisfactory exchange of oxy- 
gen. Then comes such disab- 
ling symptoms as cough, ex- 
treme shortness of breath and 
exhaustion. J 

You may as well know, Mrs. 
D. ,that your father’s condition 
/remains chronic. What we try 
to do is to bring comfort ra- 
|ther than’ cure. That means 
treating any associated condi- 
tions. 

I note that you write from 
California. Emphysema and 
smog don’t mix well. If your 
dad lives in this kind of atmos- 
phere I think he should con- 
sider moving. 

Does he smoke? He has 
no choice. To feel more com- 
fortable he should give up to- 
| baeco to reduce irritation to the 
{breathing apparatus. Has he 
| any sinus trouble or throat in- 
fection? Treating these condi- 
tions will-help his emphysema. 
If he has asthma, be sure to get 
that under control if you can.

If long standing emphysema 
has weakened the heart, the 
doctor will prescribe approp- 
riate medicine for that. Some 
cases of smphysema are helped 
by cortisone‘like drugs and 
aminophylline.

upset the carbon dioxide bal- 
ance in the blood. 

Until we find a cure or pre- 
vention of old age, emphysema 
in some, form will be an ever- 
present problem, The tip-off is 
to get to your doctor early;

Baking With Honey 
Adds Distinctive Flavor 
Honey has 
the same sweetening power as 
sugar but it has a higher mois- 
ture content, Consequently, 
when you replace one cup of 
sugar with one cup of honey, 
you need to cut down the Ii- 
quid by a quarter, advises the 
Home Economics Service of 
the Ontario Department of Ag- 
riculture. For example, in a 
recipe calling for a cup of sug- 
ar and a cup of milk use one 
cup of honey and three-quart- 
ers of a cup of milk. With 
some honey, you may even 
cut the milk by half. This 
might mean a bit of experi- 
menting but you can use half 
the milk to begin with, bake 
one or two test cookies and 
then, if necessary, add the re- 
mainder of the milk. 
Amber colored honey adds a 
distinctive flavor of its own 
and is very tasty in soft cookies 
such as spice cookies, hermits 
and so on. Honey develops a

Maple Syrup Genuine 

White grading is not com- 
pulsory for maple syrup sold in 
Canada, containers must be 
marked with the net weight, 
according to law. This means 
the density of maple syrup! 
must be such that one gallon 
weighs 13 lbs., 2 ozs, It may 
weigh more but this particu- 
Jar density seems to be best for 
if it weighs much more, there 
is an excess of sugar and the 
syrup is apt to crystalize, On

When grading of maple syr- 
up is done, it is according to 
color and flavor. Top grade is 
Canada Faney, just as in can- 
ned fruits and vegetables, and 
{he syrup is very light amber 
in color and has a delicate 
flavor. Canada Light is the 
second grade, which is still 
light amber though not as pale 
as Fancy, and it too has a mild 
flavor, Canada Medium, the 
third grade, is quite dark in 
color and has a much less del- 
icate flavor. The fourth grade, 
Canada Dark, is quite dark in 
color and sometimes has a 
trace of sap flavor or ferment- 
ation, 

Whether graded or not, you 
can be sure of the purity of 
maple syrup, since government 
regulations forbid the use of 
the “Maple” on any syrup, sug- 
ar, butter, cream or wax which 
is not made from a pure maple 
product. 

Unless you use a tremendous 
amount of maple syrup, it is 
advisable to buy it in smaller 
containers, suggests the Home 
Economics Service of the Ont- 
ario Department of Agricult- 
ure. Smaller lots are more con- 
venient to handle and use and 
once the container is opened 
the syrup should be kept well 
covered and in a cool place, to 
prevent molding or fermenta- 
tion. 

When Painting 

When you use paint or en- 
amel, remember to dip your 
brush only HALF the length 
of the breistles. Deeper dipping 
wastes paint and ruins the 
brush by letting the hardened 
paint accumulate in the heel. 
Next, lightly slap off excess 
paint against the side of the 
container, and you're ready to 
lay it on.

When an alkali such as bak- 
ing soda is added to green 
peas, some of the Thiamine 
(one of the B Vitamins is des- 
troyed. Added to tomatoes to 
help prevent curdling when 
making soup, baking soda de- 
stroys much of the valuabie 
Vitamin C. 

Canned peas are one of the 
most valuable vegetables as 
far as Thiamine is concerned, 
especially if both juice. and 
peas are eaten. And tomatoes 
have an excellent amount of 
Vitamin C, So don’t lose these 


vitamins by adding baking 
soda.

If the moisture content of 
the needles is reduced below 
a certain point. the leaves are 
unable to recover.

This drying process seldom 
causes permanent injury, says 
C. G. Riley of the Canada De- 
partment of Agriculture’s Sas- 
katoon Research Station. The 
buds, tightly encased in their 
protective scales, are usually 
able to withstand the drying 
action of the sun. 

When the growing season 
arrives they open up and give 
way to new green shoots and 
foliage, which quickly hide} 
the defoiliated older twigs. In 
exceptional seasons, the dry- 
ing action of early spring sun- 
shine and dry winds may kill, 
buds and twigs in addition to 
foliage.

PLAN FOR MORE 
PASTURE, FEWER WEEDS 

Now is the time to decide 
whether there’s enough grass 
and white clover in natural 
pastures to be worth encour 
aging advises the Field Crops 
Branch of the Ontario Dept. 
of Agriculture. If there isn’t, 

@ it’s a case of eliminating the 
weeds, either by cultivation 
or by chemicals, and then es- 
tablishing some new seed. 
since grass usually establishes 
best with fall seeding, spend 
the summer cleaning up the 
weeds and getting the ground 
in shape for seeding in late 
August or early September. 

If the area to be renovated 
does not warrant a complete 
re-seeding, a double-barrelled 
program of fertility and weed 
gontrol is necessary, if any 
success is to result. 

Start now with a fertilizer 
program, getting the fertilizer 
on well ahead of the live- 
stock. Last week would have 
been better; last fall better 
still. For grass, the niost es- 
sential nutrient is nitrogen, 
and it can be applied very 
successfully in early spring. 
A good, general recommenda- 
tion for spring fertilizer for 
grass pastures is 80 to 160 
Ibs. per ace of ammonium ni- 
trate or its equivalent, or if 
no fall application of phos- 
phorus and potash has been 
made, 300 - 400 lbs per acre 
of 10-10-10. 

Having temporarily taken 
care of fertility, the next step 
is to get after the weeds. This- 
tles, chicory, wild carrot, rag- 
weed, ox-eye daisy and milk- 
Weed are a few of the coni- 
moner weeds, in addition to 
the aforementioned blue weed 
and goldenrod, These weeds

LEG FIRMING ROUTINES. Legs can be thin, heavy or 
just right, but if they are flabby, they are all wrong. Of the 
many figure ailments, surely a flabby legline can be counted 
among the most unlovely. And aging, too! 


The main cause, however, has little to do with age. Lack of 
exercise is the culprit. A drastic weight loss also can bring 
about the problem. If you reduce like mad and exercise not at 
all, crepiness is certain to attack your legs, 


Obviously, exercise is the key to firming. For the purpose, 
the following routines are tops. To perform, you need a leather 
strap about 60” long; two sturdy leather belts, buckled to- 
gether, will serve. 


1. Stretch out, back down, on floor. Hold ends of strap in 
either hand and sling center around balls of right foot. Keep- 
ing knee stiff, pull leg upward until parallel to floor; lower 
leg, pushing against strap. Repeat ten times and perform 
with left leg. Always work slowly and rhythmically. ‘ 


2. Sit with strap around ball of foot; pull foot backward, 
working for a tug in calf muscles. Repeat ten times each side.

SOMETHING REALLY NEEDS TO BE DONE 

People going to attend meetings in Lindsay's town 
hall should actually take along a hearing aid whether 
they are hard of hearing or not — It’s Virtually im- 
possible to pick up the sound of voices in any other 
way. In a word, the acoustics of the room are poor, 
especially if the speaker tends to talk softly. 

The fact that acoustics in the hall are poor make it 
difficult for reporters & spectators to follow the trend of 
a discussion by couneil or other municipal organizations 
holding meetings there. This could he the cause of 
embarrassing errors. Improyed conditions would also 
be of benefit to the several magistrate’s courts which 
are held in the upstairs hall each week. It is virtually 
impossible to follow the trend of developments if there 
is heavy traffic in the vicinity. 

Improving this condition need not be a very ex- 
pensive undertaking and it would no doubt be welcomed 
by all who haye occasion to use the hall. Thefe is 
nothing more annoying to an audience than to be unable 
to follow a discussion or clearly hear a speaker. 

Council's town property committee would be ren- 
dering a real service by studying the situation and 
offering some practical suggestions for improving it. 
Something really needs to be done about it.

DRIVING SCHOOL BUSES — 
A Great Responsibility. 

A recent tragedy that occurred when a schoo} 
bus was in collision with a train at a level crossing, has 
focused the attention of the people of Ontario on 
school bus operations in our Province. 

Parents in general are most concerned. They want 


to know if the vehicle that transports their children « 


children is in safe condition and, most important, they 
want to be assured that the driver of that vehicle is 
beyond reproach from the standpoint of both his 
personal conduct and his driving ability. 

Tt is not our intention here to minimize the dif- 
ficulties met with in securing a good driver for a school 
bus. In the first place it is a part-time job, the driver 
working only for a short time in the morning and an- 
other short period in the afternoons, and no work at 
all during the months of July and August. Frequently 
the money he earns is just a supplement to income 
from a regular job, and in certain cases the money 
earned is like found money and is considered only as 
extra income over and aboye what he already earns 
from his other job. 

Not A Secondardy Job 

All of us will agree that unless a school bus driver 
is a very sound individual there would be a tendency 
to regard his driving job as secondary, and as a con- 
Sequences, he gives it secondary attention. It would 
appear that a good bus driver should be a man of some 
authority so that he will be able to control the be- 
haviour of his child passenger. He shauld have a de- 
finite interest in cHildren and use the same care with 
his passengers that he would use if he were driving his 
own children in his own private car. 

Since he has in his care the people who will he 
our future leaders in industry, the professions and the 
arts, his safety-consciousness should know no bounds: 
While the Laws governing the operation of school blises 
are in his favour, his safety-mindedness should lead 
him beyond all legal requirements, so that parents’ may 
be assured that what they hold most dear is G the 
hands of a trustworthy gentleman. ( 

However when men must be hired as school bus 
drivers, the utmost care should be taken in their 
selection and the employer should always bear in mind 
that he is legally and morally responsible for the 
welfare of the driver who in turn must accept one’ of 
the greatest responsibilities that any man may be called 
upon to assume, and that is the safety of our children.

We also find this tendency to over-organizations 
creeping, into all levels of government from munioipal 
councils on up the line. Councils ‘as a whole’ are often 
not fully acquainted with the facts of many issues 
brought before them but rather are asked to approve 
or reject virtual decisions arrived at by committees 
and gub-committees. This trend leads to confusion, 
leaves the door open to manipulation and, in some 
cases, can create dissatisfaction within the ranks. 
Council, those people elected annually to administer 
the town’s affairs, should function as a whole body 
with only small committees named to report on 4 
given problem, Large committees, that is committees 
which would constitute sufficient members of council 
to swing an issue, should not be appointed. 

Membership on other municipal bodies (non- 
elected) should be restricted to one man to any given 
organization. This would permit full concentration on 
on that group’s work without the distraction of having 
to keep a second organziation happy. 


A CREDIT TO THE DEPARTMENT 

People frequently have some unkind remarks to 
make about the government and civil servants. But 
those who heard Mr. Walter Kayes, engineer for the 
federal Department of Public Works, when he appeared 
before a special meeting of council here this week, 
couldn't help but admire him. 

Mr. Kayes is a credit to his department and his 
presentation of the unbiased facts concerning the 
choice of a federal building site for Lindsay drew ad- 
miration from those who heard him. He explained 
developments leading to the choice in a clear and con- 
cise manner, giving sound reasons for the recommenda- 
tion he had made, 

Even those who had entertained ideas of another 
site were forced to admit they could take no issue with 
the reasons for the departmental engineer’s choice— 
the southeast corner of Cambridge and Russell Sts. 

Mr. Kayes stood aloof from local controversy and 
refused to become involved in local politics or civic 
matters. He stuck strictly to the matter at hand — A 
suitable, economically practical and sound choice of a 
site for a new federal building at Lindsay. 


MR. McQUARRIE MAKES A POINT 

While Deputy-reeve Jas. McQuarrie of Lindsay 
doesn’t come out flatly and say so in so many words, 
he has implied in remarks to town council that the 
present system of high school education is costing a 
lot more money and achieving results not much 
greater than those deriyed from continuation school 
training. 

In suggesting this, Mr. McQuarrie has not taken 
issue with the calibre of teachers engaged in high 
school work, nor with the direction of the schools by 
their principals. He is simply wondering, as many 
others have before him, if the general benefits from 
the high school area system are in keeping with the 
costs entailed. 

This is not a new development — People wondered 
about its benefits when the changeover from continua- 
tion and individual high schools was made to the larger 
high school area types of schools. 

There are several things to be said for and against 
the enlarged high school idea but to say that students 
acquire more knowledge in the larger schools would 
be a statement which might be difficult to back up. It 
is only necessary to look back over the years and note 
the fact that there have been many successful men 
who received their high school education in the old vil- 
lage grammar or high school. A significant and possibly a 
contributing factor, may be contained in the fact that 
they had longer school hours and the time now spent 
travelling to and from school was available for study, 

Mr. McQuarrie may well be correct in his as- 
sumption that high school education is passing through 
a transition period and further change may be expected, 

There is a saying to the effect that what is suitable 
today may not be satisfactory tomorrow — Could it 
not be equally true that we may have discarded some 
methods in the process of change which might serve 
very well today? We rather liked the deputy-reeve’s 
plea that we do not forget the days when things were 
done differently and just as effectively. Do you, too, 
find something in the appeal which gives cause to 
reflect?

During his visit here at that 
time, the engineer said he had 
met with Mr. Hodgson, Mr. 
McQuarrie and Mayor Lloyd 
Burrows. He was told at that 
time by Mr, McQuarrie, the 
town would like him to give 
first consideration to the arena 
property as a site for the new 
federal building. Mr. Kayes 
told “The Post” he agreed to 
give it first consideration and 


not asked to come here to dis- 


asked that question during 
last week's special meeting of 
council called to discuss the 
department's choice of a site 
for a new federal building in 
Lindsay. 

$80,000 ASKED 

Mr. Kayes was pointing to 
a chalked stretch of the pro- 
posed Arena - Maunder prop- 
erty site which he had drawn 
on a blackboard when he ask- 
ed the question. The figure 
$80,000 had been written a- 
cross the rough diagram of 
the Maunder property which 
is located at the northwest 
corner of William and Rus- 
sell Sts. and represented the 
asking price for the premises 
when the Dept. of Works en- 
gineer enquired. 

AWKWARD SIZE 

Further referring to this site 
which has been played up by 
a small segment of Towns- 
people, the engineer graphi- 
cally illustrated that it did 
not lend itself to the depart- 
ment’s needs. His Blackboard 
illustration showed the Arena 
property as a long rectangle 
and the Maunder property a 
much shorter rectangle (al- 
most square) which give the 
department an awkward-sized 
building site. 

FRONTAGE LOSS 

Mrs, Kayes further pointed 
out that in order to build on 
this site, not only would it be 
necessary to start 25 feet 
back from the Russell Street 
sidewalk but there would be 
a piece of arena property for 
which it would have no use 
He jokingly asked what it was 
proposed to do with it—put 
a swimming pool on it? 

LOTS OF TIME 

The federal engineer told 
the estimated 25 spectators 
who turned up for the meet- 
ing, that “the people from 
whom the department was 
buying the property recom- 
mended for the federal build- 
ing site had lots of time to 
consider. We did not option 
the land, we received the op- 
tions — they were brought to 
us.” He also stated the pres- 
ent residents would have a- 
bout eight months in which to 
secure new homes. 

NOT LIGHTLY 

Councillor Gordon Pepper 
said “It is quite evident you 
didn’t enter into this decision 
lightly. I take it before the 
decision was made, you con- 
sidered the Maunder - Arena 
property— Did you consider 
any other property. 

“Oh, yes,” Mr. Kaye declar- 
ed, adding that every other 
area within the bounds had 
been considered. “It was a 
matter of conceit, too, he de- 
clared. Any man sent out to 
do a job would try to do it 
to the best of his ability and 
that is what I did.” Every 
proposed site, he explained, 
Was given serious considera- 
tion. The engineer also told 
the meeting that he did not 
live here and therefore had 
no axe to grind. 

AVOIDS POLITICS 

Earlier in the meeting, Mr. 
Kayes pointed out that he had 


been invited to Lindsay by| 


Mayor Burrows to discuss the 


cuss the matter with the pub- 
lic and preferred not. How- 
ever, he did present a clear 
and convincing outline of the 
facts influencing his decision. 
“1 have no intention of be- 
coming involved with local 
controversial matters or in 
local politics,” he declared. 

“Hear, hear”, said Council- 
lor DeGroat. 

NO ONE KNEW 

Summarizing his reasons for 
recommending the Cambridge 
-Russell Sts. site, Mr. Kayes 
said that besides choosing the 
site for its physical attributes 
he had, prior to that made an 
attempt to co-operate on the 
Arena site proposal. lt had 
been said it was for sale but 
as of tonight no one knows 
if it is for sale or how much 
is wanted for it, he stated, 

NOT HIS BUSINESS 

A few minutes before this, 
Mr. Kayes asked to talk to the 
chairman of the Lindsay-Ops 
Planning Board— Mr. Ernie 
Wright. He asked Mr. Wright: 
“Ts the Arena for sale?” Mr. 
Wright replied :‘I believe it 
is.’ Pressed for a definite 
‘yes’ or ‘no’, Mr, Wright said 
‘T don’t think that is my 
business.” 

Turning then to Mayor Bur- 
tows he repeated the question 
“Ts the Arena for sale?” May- 
or Burrows replied that he 
didn’t know. 

“There’s the situation,’ Mr. 
Kayes said — “Then it’s my 
business to find a site.” 

NOT DOGMATIC 

At the outset of the meet- 
ing, Mr. Kayes recalled how

The Future 

Looking to the future; the 
federal engineer said provision 
had to be made for plenty of 
|off street parking and ample 
space provided for the ent- 
rance of heavy tractor-trailer 
postal trucks. He saw the day 
(not far off) when most of the 
mail would be transported, 
sorted and ‘otherwise handled 
by these big trucks just as it 
used to be in railway mail cars. 
He also noted that the post 
office business was a peculiar 
one in that the need for ex- 
pansion could come suddenly 
and unexpectedly. Popula- 
tion ‘growth may not call for 
immediate  enlargement,, he 
said, but this “could become 
necessary at once if just one 
factory ‘were to change its 
method of doing business. 

The Advantages 

The advantages ‘of a corn- 
er lot location explained by 
Mr. Kayes who said that to 
stick a nice federal building 
lin the middle of a block would 
be to detract from its value.

A 
round figure estimate of the 
cost of building and equipp- 
ing the extra rooms, plus staff 
ing them, was $56,900 to the 
high school board. 

“Jim confused and befud- 
dled,” board member Clifford 
Benson said when he rose to} 
speak to the issue.

Should Ulcer Management 


| Be Medical or Surgical? 


Dear Dr. Steincrohn: My 
husband has been having stom- 


medical treatment. Which do) 
you suggest? Mrs. G., Toronto, 
Canada. 

Answer: We used to say a 
|few years ago that the ulcer 
patient should not consider 
surgery until at least three or 
four courses of medical treat- 
ment have failed. I think; 
that holds true today. 

Don’t rush into ulcer opera- 
tion. Probably your husband 
wants immediate operation be- 
cause he doesn’t want to be 
bothered with strict diets, 
doesn’t want to take medicines, 
and doesn’t want to forego his 
coffee, alcohol and fobacco. 

Tell him that it isn’t as sim- 
ple as all that. Operation is 
not a guarantee that he won't 
have a recurrence of ulcer. In 
about 85 per cent of ulcer cas- 
es, the proper treatment is 
medical. We look to surgery 
only if there has been hemor- 
rhage,. if the ulcer perforates 
making peritonitis a danger, if| 
there is a question of cancer,, 
and if the ulcer has bound) 
down the outlet of the stomach 
so food can’t get through. 

In the long rung, a new way 
of life (sensible living and 
freedom from tension, is the 
best way to handle an ulcer.

Only alternative 
is death, R 


North Bay, April 26—UPI—, = 
Rabbi Abraham Feinberg, of 
Holy Blossom Temple, Toronto 
said in North Ray Ontario.) 
“the only alternative to peace) 
is no longer war; it is death!” 


Speaking to the Women’s 
Canadian Club Monday after- 
noon, Rabbi Feinberg told the 
members that nuclear scient-) 
ists are coming more and more) 
fo the grim conclusion that 
there is no real defence against 
nuclear attack except the pre- 
vention of armed conflict. 


He said, “Canada is in the 
middle of the Arctic air-route 
between the Soviet Union and 
the United States. Our stake 
in peace is therefore the very 
survival of this nation and its 
people.” 

“Hven if nuclear bombs 
from an enemy are intercepted 
over Canadian territory and 
detonated, on their way to an 
American target, the fall-out 
fragments would cause enor- 
mous desolation and suffer- 
ing.” 

False confidence that de- 
fence is possible can lull pub- 
lie opinion into apathy and 
drift, Mr. Flinberg pointed out. 
Yet war ,would be suicide, 
since no air defence can pre- 
vent the break-through of en- 
ough nuclear weapons to bring 
collosal loss of life. 


“The deterrent effect of 
massive retaliation cannot be 
assured in an atmosphere of 
constant fear and suspicion. A 
vicious cycle of competitive 
armament each side trying to 
out-do and scare the other — 
will almost inevitably lead to 
a push-button war. 


“Because Canada ‘is in the 
middle’ under the celestial 
path of those hellish harbing- 
ers of desolation now being 
stock-piled to shuttle across 
the Arctic air-route, the very 
survival of Canada depends on 
the establishment of a peace 
that rests on the firm ground 
of disarmament,” Rabbi Fein- 
berg said. 4

William Jewell 


On April 2nd, 1960 at the 
home, death claimed one of 
West Brock’s oldest citizens, 
Mr. William T. Jewell, after 
a stroke of three weeks.

The United Kingdom, 
Japan, and some parts of continental Murope are the 
most likely areas. On this continent, southern Ontario 


has virtually exhausted the possibilities of hydre de- 
velopment and is now turning to thermal power and 


looking to nuclear power in certain parts of the 
United States conventional fuel costs are considerably 
higher than average. In under-developed countries 
the size of plant required for economic costs are 
serious drawbacks; thus despite early optimism, 
growth in nuclear power seems likely to be slow.

A $35 million, 5-year experi- 
ment fo build a modern 
fown on the rim of the 
Arctic is nearing the first 
stage of completion. Imuvik, 
an Eskimo word meaning 
“place of man”, rises high 
on a bank of the Mackenzie 
River, 33 miles eastward 
from Aklavik and one hund- 
red miles north of the Arctic 
circle, In 1955 a team of 
government surveyors and 
engineers recommended the 
site for a town to serve 
as nerve centre for the 
western Arctic... a place 
where the educational, med- 
ical and economic needs of 
Eskimos and Indians could 
be met and (incidentally) a 
pilot study for the creation 
of other towns to follow 
as Canada opens up the vast 
resources of her north. 
Unlike neighbouring Ak- 
lavik, gradually sinking in 
silt and sliding into the 
greedy Mackenzie, Inuvik 
has gone up on relatively 
stable ground, free from the 
danger of river bank 
erosion. There is a 6000-foot 
airstrip nearby and good 
wharf facilities. No one 
could claim the land is a 
sub-divider's dream, buc the 
site is as nearly perfect as 
any that could be found in 
the difficult building condi- 
tions of the Mackenzie 
Delta. Here the permafrost 
goes down one thousand 
feet —an impossible barrier 
to the laying of essential 
plumbing and sewage pipes 
—and a construction head- 
ache of the first order. For- 
tunately, the base of the 
et at Inuvik is 
largely gravel, which does 
not heave like a silt founda- 
tion. The town is raised on 
stilts; 15 to 30 foot piles, 
steam — blasted into the 
permafrost. 

Inuvik has a fluetuating po- 
pulation of around 1,250, 
composed of Eskimos, 
Indians, missionaries, govern- 
ment officials and transient 
construction men. The 275- 
acre town (administrative 
centre for 350,000 square 
miles of territory) boascs 


more than 150 residential 
dwellings, numerous federal 
buildings—including a mod- 
ern school with an enrolment
